The response filed on 2/12/2009 has been considered in view of the specification 
and the drawings of this application with respect to the references of the record. 
Applicant's argument is persuasive. The priority is thus validly claimed for this 
application. 

The references of the record taken alone or in combination fail to teach or 
suggest a continuous measure of the amplitude of the bus ripple , a comparison with a 
reference value of the bus ripple and the calculation of the variation amount with respect 
to the reference value , and a subsequent variation of the voltage applied to the motor 
windings as a function of the variation amount thus obtaining a minimum current 
absorption bv the motor as recited in the claim.
